EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Fire Insurance Methods 
The Political Game 


F 


IRE insurance methods are now under inves- 


tigation as the result of the San Francisco 


developments. The life insurance companies, it 
appears, will have to share the calcium light with 
their associates. 
There seems to be nothing to 


be done in a legal way in the case of the com- 
panies whose policies contained the earthquake 
clause; they must be left to the operations of 
moral law. The investigation referred to lias to 
do with those companies that had no earthquake 
clause, but which are endeavoring to force cuts 
for cash settlements in San Francisco. 


One of these, the London and Lancashire, is 


being taken up by the grand jury in the Cali- 
fornia city. It announced some time back it would 
pay dollar for dollar, and did so in a number of 
cases. Then the Knglish corporation sent a rep- 
resentative from London to take charge of its af- 
fairs in the razed cit\ and he at once began to 
make objections to proofs of lo>s and to force 
reductions. 


Complaint \\as made to the grand jury and 


an effort is now being made to bring the com- 
pany to time. 


The fire insurance companies, like those those 


selling life insurance, have had their own way 
long enough. Their obligations have seemed to 
rest altogether too lightly upon them, and it is 
high time they were brought to a realization 
of their duty to the public. 


They have compelled the people to meet their 


payments; some means should now be found to 
compel them to pay up, and to pay up promptly 
and in full, excepting in those cases where fraud 
is manifest.

ITH the advent of the rush to Gokliidd 
at the time of the prize-fight, there will 


probably be no Nevada mining1 camp to benefit 
so much bv the influx of vibitor<> as Ramsey. It 
is only fourteen miles from Churchill, the junc- 
tion of the old Carson and Colorado railroad 
with the Hazcn cut-off, and therefore none of 
the new camps will be so accessible.
